The 
fullest courtesy has at all times been 
extended to its representatives. 

“The fact that it has pursued a 
course of virulent opposition, and nota- 
bly to the head of the government, has 
not in the least influenced government 
departments in the facilities they have 
extended to its representatives, and 
personally I have never made a single 
effort to induce the withdrawal of g 
single facility’ from the Times or its 
associated newspapers, the Daily Mail, 
the Evening News, and the Weekly 
Dispatch. 

“On Wednesday, the 13th instant, 
however, the Times published a per- 
sonal attack of a peculiarly offensive

Attack Created Prejudice.

“I pass over the question of taste, 
but it was difficult to pass over an 
attempt to create personal prejudice 
in foreign countries against a British 
public servant of high repute at a 
time when he was charged with. the 
most responsible and important nego- 
tiations on behalf of the whole empire. 

“It is not too much to say that no 
reputable British journal, of any party, 
would have, published such an attack.

“A victim of the jealous type of 
morbidity may retain control of. high 
faculties of the mind well enough to 
pass' for a quite normal and agree- 
ably interesting individudl. I know 
one very beautiful and _ talented 
woman, a most charming conversa- 
tionalist, who drove her husband to 
distraction, ruined his business, and 
finally obliged him to desert her com- 
pletely.” |

“Women are not so gregarious as 
men, and for that very reason do not 
understand in their inner natures that 
need for companionship with varied 
social elements.

In an adjoining column under the cafftion “ Edi- 
torial of the Day” appears an excerpt from the 
Boston Transcript treating the proposed St. Law- 
rence seaway in a decidedly unfriendly manner. 
The Transcript hopes that seventy-three persons

_Probdbly the newspaper's hopes will materialize. 
That is one way in whith, New England prospers— 
by knowing what it wants, and getting it. In this 
matter Boston, most of New England, New York 
and most of the Atlantic coast manufacturing and 


shipping interests having made up their minds, re- 
gardiess of the opinion of competent engineers and 
the benefit of manufacturing and agricultural in- 
terests in sixteen middle western states, will oppose 
the improvement.’ They will bring pressure to 
bear upon their representatives in congress to 
defeat the project, regardess of its proven economic 
and commercial value to the nation, because they 
believe it will compete with their local interests. 
This has always been the policy of New Eng- 
land and New York. Asa result those sections have 
got what they want out of congress. It is time 
the middie west through the so-called agrarian 
bloc in congress should act to defend its rights and 
6ktain proper development of its potential re- 
sources. The proposed seaway will be of as great 
value to the middle west as the Panama canal 
is to the coast regions. There is no more reason 
that New England should selfishly prevent the 
development than that the middle pest should 
have blocked the construction of the Panama canal.. 
Opposition is based upon regional selfishness 
and jealousy operative through politics. The eco- 
nomic and commercial advantages of the improve- 
ment have been revealed so clearly on such excel- 
lent authority that no reiteration of such argu: | 
ments can be expected to break down ‘such — 
sition. It must be opposed through politics, the | 
medium through which it works. That is a task 
for the agrarian bloc. 
If economic arguments were needed, which the 
tone of the Transcript’s editorial indicates they 
are not, we might cite figures offered by Repre- 
sentative Nelson of Wisconsin that the hydro- 
electric power alone made available by the develop- 
ment would be equal to an amount of power which 
would require 25,000,000 tons of coal annually for 
manufacture. Several times in the last few years 
we have heard loud wails from New England that 
shortage of coal was stopping the wheels of indus- 
try and causing great loss and suffering there. It 
ought to be evident to New Englanders that a 
saving of 25,000,000 tons of coal annually in the 
northeastern section of the United States would 
relieve this periodical distress in New England, 
even if the direct use of the available hydroelectric 
power were impossible to Boston or Lynn manu- 
facturers.

THE ST. LAWRENCE WATER WAY. 
[From the Boston Transcript.] 


After eighteen months of study, two eminent engi- 
neers (Col. W. P. Wooten for the United States and 
Mr. W. A. Bowden for the Dominion of Canada) 
have made a favorable report on the project for an 
internationAl. deep water way from the upper great 
lakes to the ocean, by way of the Welland canal and 
They estimate that for an 
expenditure of _$252,782,200 a twenty-five fc. deep 
channel can be established all the way from ake 
Erie to the sea, and for $17,986,180 additional a thirty- 
foot channel. All this with nine l6cks, thirty-three 
miles of ship canal, forty and a half miles of deepened 
lake cHannel and 108 miles of deepened river channel. 
To mAintain this way, an annual expense of $2,562,000 
would, it is estimated, be necessary. Accompanying 
this report, there is now in progress an official “view” 
of the scene of the project, a large glelegation of 
American senators and representatives in congress 
and representatives of commercial bodies, including 
seventy-three persons from Néw England, having. 
embarked at Niagara in a Canadian steamer for a 
tour of observation over, the route. 

These préceedings bring nearer to a focus a huge 
project which has long interested many people on 
both sides of international line. 

The problem is essentially an economic one. The 
cost of it would approximate that of the Panama 
canal: for though the latter has cost @ess fortifica- 
tion), about $375,000,000, it will be remembered that 
the original estimate was for a sum even less than 
that estimated as the cost of this great lakes water 
way. Exactly what proportion of the cost would be 
borne by the Canadians is uncertain, but we believe 
that there is the gravest doubt whether the ‘advan- 
tage to American commerce and business would 
ever pay the interest on our share of the investment. 
There is talk of enormous advantage to our indus- 
tries in power generatéd by the fall of a vast volume 
of water 573 feet from the level of Lake Erie to the 
sea, but the extent to which American industry would:

THE VALUE OF FARM LANDS. 
Independence, Ia., July 12.—({Editor of 
The Tribune.]—You published June 24 
an article stating that Iowa farm lands 
have advanced in value 137 per cent in 
ten years singe 1919. To make the state- 
ment more satisfactory it should show 
what it ig that makes farm lands in 
Iowa more valuabje in 1920 thafi in 1910 
or 1900, as every farmer knows he is not 
able to produce more per ‘acre in 1920 
than in 1900, and their market conditions 
are no better and their income is less, 
The flurry in farm lands the last few 
years is no evidence of a permanent ad- 
vance in its value. On the contrary, it 
was harmful.« It was simply a matter 
of speculation in Iowa, and somebody 
gets hurt. 

The writer came to Iowa in 1854 with 
his parents, when they settled on a 
tract of land of 320 acres purchased 
from the government at $1.25 per acre. 
It was five miles from the county seat, 


‘then a small village, now a city. 


Iowa in 1854 was a vast plain, with 
the Indians roaming over it. Our first 
ten ‘acres of wheat gave us thirty-six 
and one-half bushels per acre. Our 
first ten acres of corn gave us over 100 
bushels per acre. Also, every farmer in 
Iowa who ‘has opened up his farm from 
the virgin soil is able to vouch for his 
first few crops,being .more than double 
the state’s average now. And while we 
still have good soil, its fertility in the 
future will depend much on fertilization, 
which will mean additional expense.

The exposition, to be known as the 
Exposicion Comercial Internacionai 
del Centario, is to be held in Mexico 
City from Sept. 12 to Oct. 12, the one 
hundredth anniversary of the freedom 
of Mexico. The plan has the support 
of the Mexican government and all the 
chambers of commerce in the country. 
_ One of the inducements being offered 
to American exhibitors is the canceling 
of all freight rates, duties, and consular 
fees from the border to the exposition 
site. All the American exhibitors will 
have to do is send their exhibits to 
Laredo or El Paso, Tex. Here they 
will be taken into Mexico without 
duties or consular fees and transported 
on special trains to Mexico City. 

“We are hoping to make this exposi- 
tion, one of the greatest ever held,” said 
Wilfred Hernandez, a prominent Mexi- 
can, in Chicago yesterday in connection 
with the affair. 

“With the outbreak of the war the 
Mexican people began to realize the im- 
portance of the States as a trading 
ground.

Harvey Bares the Method.

DANGER AHEAD OF TOMATO 
CROP. . 
There is danger ahead for the to- 


mato grower. Gardeners successful 
in dodging the frosts and bugs have 
still another bridge;to cross before 
the tomato crop is harvested, for it is 
between now and tomato canning esea- 
son that the leaf-spot disease appears. 
Many growers consider it the worst 
enemy of the tomato. . 

Leaf-spot, commonly referred to as 
blight, has caused almost complete 
failures among some growers in pre- 
vious years. It does not do as much 
damage now as formerly, because 
growers spray the plants to prevent it. 
The disease is caused by a parasitic 
fungus that grows and feeds in the 
tomato leaf. 

Most good growers consider it un- 
wise to neglect to spray their tomato 
vines.. Tomatoes are setting on the 
vines; in fact, some gardeners in Chi- 


}cago picked ripe tomatoes from the 


plants a week ago. It would be waste- 
ful to risk having the crop destroyed 
by leaf-spot when a few pennies in- 
vested in spraying material would 
practically insure the crop against 
this disease. 

At first the plants become unthrifty, 
the leaves are diseolored or blighted, 
and small, grayish circular spots ap- 
pear on the foliage. These grayish 
spots with black borders’ spread, often 
covering the whole leaf. Then the 
spcts begin to dry and the leaves turn 
yellow, become crisp and drop when 
the plant is jarred slightly. When the 
foliage drops the fruit is sunburned. 
The leaves are the manufacturing 
organs that furnish the sugar and 
starch to form the selid material of the 
tomato.
